California Ideal Place for Poultry 


(San Bernardino Sun) 

California elaims to be the leading-poultry 
state of the Union. If it is not it should be, 
because no other state has the climatie and 
soil advantages combined necessary for the 
highest success in poultry culture in such a 
degree as has the Golden State. Here fine 
strains of egg layers are being developed. 
Yet Ohio, with her cold winters and neces- 
sarily less egg-laying activity and greater 
cost of food and housing, claims to have the 
best pen of egg layers in the world. And 
they are not our favorite white leghorn, but 
mottled anconas. 

The poultryman making this claim lives at 





Berea, Ohio, and says that a pen of 16 birds 
laid 4,803 eggs in a year, which is an aver- 
age of 300 and 3-16 eggs per bird. The two 
top hens laid 342 eggs each. Perhaps these 
hens did not moult. One worried chicken man 
is quoted as saying that the poultryman who 
could teach hens to use their food for eggs 
instead of feathers would make a fortune. The 
300-egg hen must be doing something of that 
sort, because the difference of 100 eggs a year 
on practically the same amount of food must 
be accounted for in some other way than en- 
ergy wasted in scratching. 

California has a few 300-egg hens and is 
going to have more o fthem, as poultrymen 
breed up theirMocks for egg ldying: It is the 
poultryman who makes 300 eggs grow where 
only 200 grew before who is going to make 
the big money in the chicken business: Two 
hundred are growing now where only 100 
grew half a century ago, due to intelligent 
breeding and feeding. The time is coming 
when a live California poultryman will noi 
keep in his flock a hen that lays less than 20) 
eggs a year.

Mexico has coped with its revolutionary ele- 
ments only through the extension ‘of educa- 
tional privileges to the open class. 

The movement for universal literacy has 
been benefited greatly by a change in the at- 
titude of the monarchial governments of the 
world toward the educating of the lower 
classes and by the establishment of represent- 
ative government in many European and 
Asiatic countries as a result of the World 
War. Where once the ruling powers of Eu- 
rope and Asia felt that general illiteracy 
strengthened their authority and so nurtur- 
ed it they now foster education for all classes. 
In 1911 only six per cent of the population of 
India could read, but in 1917 there were 
7 500,00 pupils in that country.

OPERATION GIVEN 
CAUSE 


Local Banks Last in Southern 
California, to Adopt Service 
Charge of 50c for Checking 
Accounts Less Than $50 


For many years the ever-in- 
creasing costs of ‘doing busi-
